COLUMBUS, April 13.—Delegates 


are arriving In large numbers for the 
annual convention of the Amalgamated 
Association 
of Iron, Steel and Tin 


Workers, which will begin here tomor- 
row and will continue for ten days or 
two weeks. 
This organization is one

bor bodies In America, and there are 
several things that combine to make 
the present gathering the most im- 
portant in its history. 
The organiza-

and Steel Company, which offers to sell 
stock to the workmen on easy pay- 
ments. 
The company also promises 


te give the workmen holding stock a, 
director, who shall have the same pow- 
er as any of the other directors. The 
association will discuss the matter, 
and If it deems the proposition a good 
one the workmen of the company, who 
are all members of the association, will 
be advised to tpke stock. 


The discussion of the wage scale and 


conditions of 
lubor for^ the ensuing 


year w ill, of oours?, be one of the 
most important features of the con- 
vention. No jadioal demands are an- 
ticipated, however, and it is thought 
that nn amicable fgreement with the 
mill owners will be reached without 
Krpat difficulty. 
The election of offi- 


cers

among the delegates thrm usual ow- 
ing' to the opposition that has crop- 
ped out against the re-election 
of 


President Theodore Shaffer. There 's 
no disguising the fact thnt President 
Shaffer's management of the late un- 
successful strike of the steel workers 
h.is oiuspcl considerable dissatisfacti in 
among the rank and file of the asso- 
ciation. Friends of the president, how- 
ever, express the opinion that he is 
still the most influential man in the 
organization and believe he will be re- 
elected.
